HORROR. 


Dreadful Kxplosioii of Firc-I>amp 


at the J3:>i(om of a 


Shaft. 


Forty-Two Mou BnniM, a Dozfin of 


Thorn Fatally—Miiiiy Others 


Maimed for Life. 


Awful Sights Witnessed at the Mouth of 


the Shaft When the Victims Were 


Brought to the Surface, 


Wn.KE5iiAr.RB, Pa., Nov. 27.—At 
ten 


minutes past 
seven 
o'clock yesterday 


morning a terrible explosion of fare damp 
occurred at the Conynghurn shaft, owned 
and operated by the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company, and loraled iu the Second 
ward of this city. The blacl; breaker rises 
in the centre of a Held oft' a main road, 
•which was to-day covered with six inches 
of snow. About fifty men had gone down 
into the mine, and were sitting in groups 
about the bottom of the shaft,-which is 
nearly eight hundred feet below the sur- 
face, waiting for orders to go to work. No 
work had been done Thursday on account 
Of Thanksgiving. 


While the miners were engaged in genial 


chaN about the happy holidaythethunclcr- 
Ing ivpni-t of an explosion rang through 
t l u ' i t u t U corridors. nnd in a second the 
fr.ii.tn- men hurried to the foot of the 
bhait all anxiouslv peering upwards 
In 


less time thuii it takes to tell it the 'deadly 
gas llame iiivled around tlteir heads and 
agoni/hig screams rent the air. Many fell 
at onre in a heap, while others less in- 
jured, dropped on their knees and stuck 
their blistered heads into the stream of 
Water that ran along the gangway. 


The fact that the men were in such close 


proximity of the shaft rendered their re- 
moval to th" surface an expeditious mat- 
ter. 
In Iwo hours all v. ere safely taken 


up. 
A.i they came up to the surface, two 


or three at a time. the. horror-stricken 
crowd peered anxiously at the faces of tlio 
men. it was impossible to recognize any 
of them at. (.hat time. In some instances 
the skin had been ripped off in masses 
leaving the purple flcih exposed, which in 
turn was begrimed with coal dirt to an in- 
tent that made the facial disfigurement 
horrible to look at. As each man was 
lifted from the cage a thick blanket was 
thrown completely over him and he was 
hurried to one of the neighboring offices. 
Korne were taken to their homes. All 
sorts ot conveyances were sent to the 
scene. 


It wa<" a cruel sight to see many of the 


sufferers 
passed 
into 
common coal 


carts and jolted over rickety roads and 
pavements. 


Your correspondent talked with Mike 


I'lmton, one of the men who escaped in- 
jury. He said: u~\Vo were all at the foot 
of the shaft waiting orders to go to work. 
It was about 7:10 a. m. The inside boss 
had not, arrived. Most oJ the men were 
seated m prorp'. 
Suddenly u icrriiiu ex- 


plosion w.is> henrd. »n3 in an instant we 
were all Mirown down on the bottom of 
the gang way. 
Some of the men dove 


their faces into the running water. The 
water was up to the rail, and we didn't 
know whether we could worlc until it was 
removed " 
, A laboicr named Cornelius A. Boyle, 
•walV'-d lo the chamber, across which a 
liiile board was stuck wilh the word 
'•Cms" on it 
He either didn't see this or 


Wiis careless 
Any way, he went in with

Sugar From Coal Tar. 


NKW YOKK, Nov. 27 —Tho Kwniiig Post 


says that a company has been formed in 
London and Antwerp for the manufacture 
of saccharine, a newly discovered substi- 
tute for sugar. It is a chemical product of 
coal tar, is far sweeter than sugar, and, 
though it can not yet be manufactured so 
cheaply as sugar, yet its great sweetness 
makes it possible, by using small quanti- 
ties of sacehnrine with larger quantities of 
cheap glucose, to produce a compound 
sweeter and cheaper than sugar. The new 
product is expected to disastrously affect 
tho sugar industry. 
Saccharine was dis- 


covered accidentally seven years ago by 
Dr. C. F Ahlberg, a chemist of New York, 
but it is only lately that practical methods 
of manufacturing it were devised.

The stock is quoted at 
150, and the loss to the company will be 
about $15,000. 


Inside History of a Very Costly Experi- 


ment—Whom Can the Work- 


ingman Trust. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—The inside history of 


the recent strike at the packing-houses at 
the stock yards, when 30,000 men were 
thrown out of employment, is printed here 
this morning. When the packers decided 
to return to the ten-hpur working day on 
October 14, the workmen, supposing that 
they would be backed by the Knights of 
Labor, rebelled and all went out, except 
the beef butchers, who had a contract 
with the firms of Armour, Swift and Mor- 
ris, requiring four dayss' notice before 
opening hostilities. Despite this agree- 
ment the beef butchers of Armour & Co. 
were ordered out on the following Thurs- 
day by District Master Workman But- 
ler, who 
deliberately 
broke the ex- 


isting contract. Thos. P. Barry also ar- 
rived upon the scene. He stated to^ a 
newspaper reporter that he had been in- 
structed by Powderly to settle the diffi- 
culty, and to members of the Knights of 
Labor he said that he had simply been sent 
to investigate. At the same time Butler 
had made his debut in the Town of Cake 
politics as a labor candidate for sheriff of 
Cook County. Butler had been notified by 
Master Workman Gaunt of the Butchers' 
Assembly of the existing agreement, but, 
as has been said, he ignered it. 


The butchers at Armour & Co. wore loth 


to obey Butler's prder, but the presence of 
Barry, who was a member of the general 
executive committee of the order, reas- 
sured them to a certain degree. 
Tho ex- 


ecutive board of the local assembly, how- 
ever, concluded to get Mr. Powderly's 
views, and it sent the following telegram: 
"T, Y. Pouiderlij, Jlielunon'l. I'd.; 
* 


"Has executive board of district 57 power to 


repudiate agreement made by the executive 
board of local assembly 7,802, nnd a clause of 
which reads: 'One day shall be considered 
sufficient time for calling a meeting of both 
parties of the first and second parts, and no 
definite action shall be taken Inside of three 
days after such a meeting.' Hare they power 
to call out men governed by this schedule, 
without complying with this clause, that are 
working eight hours a day?" 


POWDBHLY'S BEPLT. 


To this question Mr. Powderly vouch- 


safed no direct reply, but he did send an 
answer to Mr. Barry, who asked the ex- 
ecutive board of the local assembly the, 
following day regarding the existence of 
the agreement with the packers. 
Barry 


investigated the matter, and found that 
'Master Workman Butler had made a mis- 
take. Barry wanted the butchers to re- 
turn to work, but the damage had been 
done. 
Butler 
made evasive replies. 


Nobody was 
in reality looking after 


the interests of 
the 18.5W men who 


had been allured into a strike. In the 
meantime the pajkers were making ex- 
tensive preparations for a long fight. Rev.
